Mariya finally makes her 
mother’s funeral after 
last-minute permit drama

A woman from 
Pontyclun who 
was desperate 
to attend her 
mother’s funeral 
in Uzbekistan on 
Saturday, received 
a vital permit just 
10 minutes before 
her flight was due 
to leave the UK. 

Mariya Kingston had 
needed a visa, ‘leave 
to remain’ paperwork 
and a biometric permit 
to allow her to travel 
abroad and then return 
to Wales. Her husband 
Richard said the couple 
were thrilled that 
the paperwork came 
through from the Home 
office, but it was a 
close-run thing with 
couriers called in last 
Friday, the day of the 
flight, and just 24 hours 
before the funeral was 
due to take place. 

Mariya’s mother 
Nadejda died of cancer 
on November 30. Since 
then Mariya had been 
in a race against time 
to obtain the necessary 
documentation to get to 
the funeral on December 
8. Mariya, a citizen of 
Uzbekistan, married 
Richard, a British 
citizen, in Dubai 10 
years ago. She arrived 
in the UK in 2016 and 
had been seeking British 
residency. She was 
concerned that if she 
left the UK, she may not 
be able to return. 

On Monday last 
week, her MP Owen 
Smith issued a plea in 
the House of Commons 
asking the Home 
Secretary to intervene 
in her case. Sajid Javid 
agreed to look at it more 
closely. Last Thursday 
it was still looking 
doubtful whether 
Mariya would be able 
to take a 6pm flight the 
next day. But on Friday 


morning things began 
to move. 

Richard said: “At 
Sam City Sprint Cardiff 
couriers delivered the 
passport. The Home 
Office courier had 
failed so my employer, 
Lee Wakemans Ltd, 
paid for it. When City 
Sprint Cardiff realised 
it was the lady in the 
newspaper and on TV, 
they sent a courier with 
the sole responsibility of 
delivering the passport 
because they did not 
want to be the ones who 
were late.” 

Richard was able 
to collect the ‘leave to 
remain’ letter from the 
Home Office. He went 
on: “At 1pm the Home 
Office called to say that 
their courier could not 
deliver the biometric 
residence permit due 
to bad weather. Again, 
my employer asked 
City Sprint in Cardiff 
for help. They sent a 
courier from Cardiff to 
the DVLA in Swansea 
and then to Heathrow 
Terminal 4. 

“The courier arrived 
at 5.30pm and I ran and 
spoke with Heathrow 
security. The terminal 
manager, who was 
fantastic, ran the 
document to my wife 
just 10 minutes before 
the flight took off!” 

Mariya arrived in 
Uzbekistan at Tam 
local time. The funeral 
was able to go ahead 
on time with hundreds 
of neighbours and 
local people paying 
their respects. Nadejda 
was buried at 2.30pm. 
Mariya said: “I’m so 
happy and want to thank 
the MP Owen Smith 
who asked the Home 
Secretary to facilitate 
this. The Home 
Secretary did look 
into the case and the 
visa was granted.” The 
Home Office explained 


that it endeavours to 
process all applications 
as quickly as it can, but 
complex circumstances 
can lead to unavoidable 
delays. 

Richard added: 
“Mariya is a nurse and 
when she gets back she 
wants to start work and 
make a contribution to 
society.”

‘Getting very cross 
over Culverhouse’ 


N The Gem of November 29, there 
were two letters on different subjects 
but linked by the environment. 

The first letter was from the local Friends of the 
Earth expressing their concerns at the proposed 
route of the M4 south of Newport. The second 
letter expressed the frustration so many of us 
face with the road layout at Culverhouse Cross, 
presumably designed to increase the traffic jams at 
peak travel times. Both these concerns are linked to 
the environment. 

The FoE letter raises concerns regarding the 
environment - the Gwent Levels - but fails to suggest 
an alternative to the long delays and polluting traffic 
jams experienced every day at the Malpas Tunnels. 
These jams frequently stretch as far back as Magor, 
with stationary vehicles, commercial and personal 


pumping exhaust fumes into the air to the detriment 
of the local environment. 

While the second letter raised concerns regarding 
the road design at Culverhouse Cross, it should be 
noted that this creates long jams of vehicles, both 
from Barry and from the M4 which also pump 
fumes into the environment. 

Unfortunately, the proposed link road from 
junction 34 to feed Cardiff Airport will do very 
little to reduce the jams or the pollution. 

What, I believe, this demonstrates are the difficult 
decisions that we face balancing the needs of the 
environment with the needs of commerce and 
commuting. Please don’t suggest the solution is 
public transport or electric cars as neither meet the 
main needs of commercial or personal transport.

hometown of Tororo in 
Uganda. 

An all-in-one 
inoculation was recently 
developed and for a 
few pounds, a child in 
a poor country could be 
protected against most 
fatal diseases. 

I would like to see a 
change to the council 
tax system so people 
could make a voluntary 
contribution to help 
inoculations in the Third 
World.

‘Concern over 
site traffic at 
Clare Garden’ 


Choir’s concert is 
a Christmas gem! 


IN July, The GEM 
printed an article 
entitled ‘Resident’s 
concern over site 
entrance on blind 
bend’. 

Residents who live on 
the junetion at Westgate 
with the B4270 were 
shocked to discover that 
all the traffic travelling 
to the site from both 
directions (east and west) 
would be using this site 
entrance and this road 
junction. 

This site entrance via 
a single gate is not as 
suitable as the double 
access gates to the site 
onto the A48. 

There is already a 
precedence for housing 
site access onto the A48 
as experienced in St 
Nicholas, and this section 
of the A48 is wider and 
not as busy. Obviously, 
temporary traffic calming 
via traffic lights, cones 
or a reduced temporary 
speed limit (as on Five 
Mile Lane) may be 
required. 

We wrote to the Vale 
Council leader, Cllr 
John Thomas, in August 
and again in October, 
expressing our concerns 
which included road 
safety and air pollution. 

The Vale Council 
replies included the 
following information: 

This site entrance was 
approved as part of the 
planning process and 
is a temporary one for 
approximately 12 months 
and once the new link 
road is constructed, this 
new road will be used 
for all deliveries to the 
site. We will certainly be 
monitoring this situation. 

The Vale Highways 
approved all of this 
via a Construction 
Traffic Management 
Plan (CTMP). I wish 
to highlight that all 
road users of the 
Westgate junction need 
to take extra care as the 
pavements on one side 
of the junction are only 
60cm in width and lorries 
have been going onto the 
pavements on both sides 
of the road junction. I 
have photographic 
evidence of this. 

Some of these lorries 
weigh 32 tonnes and 
there can be as many as 
28 of them in 45 minutes. 
They also need to go over

the white lines in the road 
to turn. 

I have witnessed the 
near miss of a lorry and a 
school bus. 

The B4270 was never 
a safe road to walk, but is 
even less so now as there 
is no alternative but to 
walk in the road. A local 
resident who has walked 
this road from the Cross 
Inn to Westgate for many 
years, when highlighting 
the current unsafe 
situation for pedestrians 
to the Vale Council was 
just advised to find an 
alternative route. 

Road transport is also 
a major source of local 
air and noise pollution 
and local residents 
were concerned about 
the air pollution on 
this junction. We can 
see it lingering in the 
air and the particulates 
can be clearly seen on 
windowsills and on the 
leaves of garden plants. 

There is a monitor 
on Westgate House and 
current results show 
‘somewhat of a positive 
margin between the 
projected background 
levels at the referenced 
site and the set national 
air quality objectives’. 

None of this is 
comforting to local 
residents.

Society is in favour of 
social housing but... 


AS residents may be aware, 
Cowbridge History Society has 
within its constitution a brief to 
comment on planning matters 
relating to the town and the 
surrounding district. 

Our society is in favour of 
additional social housing being built 
in Cowbridge, especially for younger 
and older members of the district. 
The scheme recently mounted in 
Cowbridge Comprehensive School 
showed that there are simply too many 
units being proposed. Why does Hafod 
Housing Association believe it will 
receive permission to breach the LDP 
recommendation for 20 units of social 
housing on this site by proposing more 
than twice that number? This scheme 
is overcrowded for such a confined 
site. 

The current building, while it has 
some historical significance to the 
history of education in Cowbridge, 
is in a very poor state externally 
and internally having been much 
vandalised while under the protection 
of its current owners. Therefore, there 
seems little objection to its demolition. 

However, we would suggest to 
the architects that there is material in 
this building that could be recycled 
imaginatively, helping to remind us of 
what formerly stood on this site and 
linking it to Cowbridge’s townscape. 

The architectural design of the 
proposal offers little to recommend 
it. First, the main block of apartments 
is too high; there are no four storey 
buildings in Cowbridge and the height 
proposed - on such a prominent site - is 
overbearing and unsympathetic. 

Secondly, the internal design of 
this large block is reminiscent of the 
worst kind of social housing of a 
previous era and long since abandoned 
elsewhere with long, gloomy corridors 
with ‘units’ leading off. It is hard to 
imagine being incarcerated in such an 
environment with virtually no social 
space except in these corridors. 

Thirdly, the street facade is 
completely without imagination, 
presenting a flat front to the building 
with little or no variation to allow for 
the play of light and shadow across it. 

These characteristics combined have 
given rise to focal comments that this 
block appears as a prison, a view to 
which this society subscribes. 

The amount of car parking would 
appear to be inadequate. Public 
transport linking Cowbridge to the 
major centres of employment is 
meagre, forcing people to commute 
by car. If space is not provided on 
site, residents will simply park on the 


streets. Perhaps Hafod envisages these 
‘units’ to be occupied by the retired 
and the unemployed, with low levels 
of car ownership but surely social 
housing is for all members of the 
community. 

Similarly, because of the apparent 
need to cram so many units onto this 
small site to make it economically 
viable, there is little outdoor public 
space in the form, for example, of 
shared gardens for the residents. In 
the overall built and open environment 
there is clearly no provision for 
community development. 

While supporting the need for 
more social housing we wonder if 
there is sufficient local demand for 
it in Cowbridge and its immediate 
hinterland. 

This development would provide 
48 units but in addition the Taylor 
Wimpey estate currently being built is 
to have 40 per cent of its 475 units in 
the form of social housing - 190 units, 
giving a total of 238 units. We are fully 
aware of the mechanisms whereby 
social housing is allocated but this can 
only mean that, overall, Cowbridge will 
accommodate a significant number of 
new residents from elsewhere, in itself 
not to be objected to providing focal 
services and employment opportunities 
are sufficient. 

In summary, then, the development 
of social housing is to be welcomed 
but not in the size and form being 
proposed. It is too large, too dense, 
lacks amenities and is architecturally 
unimaginative. We would recommend 
that the scheme be reduced in size and 
re-arranged on the available site into 
a series of smaller blocks containing 
fewer units with more social space 
internally and externally. 

If this proposal had come from a 
private developer with profit-seeking 
shareholders to answer to, one might 
have understood the kind of values 
inherent in its provision but to come 
from a Housing Association gives 
pause for thought as to its purpose. 

We await a full planning application 
to the Vale Council, which should 
reveal the developer’s final ideas 
for this site. I would encourage 
anyone interested in this proposal to 
examine them in the light of the Local 
Development Plan which is deigned to 
guide planning decisions; and then to 
comment accordingly, with copies to 
our elected representatives.

medium school opens in 2019 


THE Vale Council 
wants to build a new 
£7.4m Welsh medium 
primary school at 
Barry Waterfront and a 
consultation on the plans 
could take place early in 
the new year. 

The school would have space 
for 420 pupils and 96 nursery 
places. 

It would absorb Ysgol St 
Baruc which has a capacity for 
210 children. 

On Monday, December 17, 
the Vale Council’s Cabinet will 
be asked to approve a public 
consultation on a proposal 
that would one day see Ysgol 
St Baruc relocated to the new 
building. 

The council says demand for 
bilingual education in Barry 
has increased by more than a 
quarter in 10 years. 

It says current projections 
suggest that the Waterfront 
development will add further to 
the demand. 


The council thinks its 
strategy to promote bilingual 
education, in line with the 
Welsh Government’s ‘Cymraeg 
2050’ agenda, will also 
increase demand for Welsh 
medium education. 

Vale Council Leader 
Clh John Thomas said the 
move would see changes to 
catchment areas and more 
spaces available in other 
schools. 

He said: “Welsh medium 
education is increasing in 
popularity and has seen 
significant growth since Ysgol 
Gymraeg Bro Morgannwg 
opened in 2000. 

“The council needs to plan 
its school provision in line with 
this. 

“A new Welsh medium 
primary school on the 
Waterfront will remove the 
need for many pupils and 
parents to travel across the 
town to school each day. 

“Alongside a remodelling 
of school catchment areas 
elsewhere in Barry this will 


lead to an increase in spaces at 
other schools.” 

Ysgol St Baruc operates 
from a Victorian building and 
a two-classroom block built 
in the 1980s. The council says 
it stands on “a very confined 
sloping site” which means it is 
unsuitable for expansion. 

Classrooms are too small 
for the number of pupils and 
youngsters have to use dining 
facilities at nearby High Street 
Primary School because Ysgol 
St Baruc has no catering 
facilities on the site. 

If the recommendations of 
the report are agreed by cabinet 
on December 17, the public 
consultation will run from 
January 8, 2019 to February 
22, 2019. 

Clh Bob Penrose, Vale 
Cabinet member for learning 
and culture, said the new 
school was a key element of 
the council’s £143 million 
‘Band B’ programme, working 
with the Welsh Government 
to build a number of new and 
remodelled schools in the Vale. 


Plaid Cymru councillor Ian 
Johnson, whose ward includes 
the current Ysgol St Baruc site, 
welcomed the plans. 

He explained: “I am pleased 
that the Vale Council have 
finally brought forward plans to 
upgrade Ysgol St Baruc. 

“Earlier this year, an Estyn 
inspection report said that 
‘because of the lack of facilities 
on the school grounds, a 
majority of pupils have to walk 
to the nearby English school 
for lunch’. 

“That isn’t what parents 
should expect from a 21 st 
century school. 

“Moving Ysgol St Baruc to 
the Waterfront means that, for 
the first time, all parts of Barry 
will now be given a real choice 
of Welsh language education 
close to home, so that pupils 
can become bilingual and speak 
both Welsh and English from 
an early age.”

the rest of the UK,” he 
concluded. 

The next Welsh 
Assembly election is 
due to take place on, or 
before. May 6, 2021. 


School ICT technician 
jailed for sexual abuse 


A SCHOOL ICT technician 
who abused his position of 
trust to groom and sexually 
abuse a child was jailed for five 
years on Monday, December 
10, at Cardiff Crown Court. 

Alex Barnes, aged 22, of Bridgend, 
pleaded guilty to nine sexual offences 
at a previous hearing. 

He pleaded guilty to five counts 
of sexual activity with a child, three 
counts of inciting a child to engage 
in sexual activity and one count of 
penetrative sexual activity with a child. 

The court heard that while Barnes 
was employed as an ICT technician in 
a school, he groomed a girl who was 
under the age of 16. 

The offences took place from 
February to March 2018. 

The court heard Barnes used 
violence to control the victim by 
smacking her to the face and pulling 
her hair to demand sexual acts for 
gratification. 

The defendant instigated the contact 
between himself and the victim. 

Judge Daniel Williams also ordered 
Barnes to sign the sex offender 
register and made him the subject of a 
Sexual Harm Prevention Order. 

Detective Constable Phil Colston, 
the officer in the case, said: “Barnes 
was in a position of trust and abused 
that position to prey on a young girl. 
He now has to pay the price for his 
actions. 


“The defendant was persistent and 
determined in his offending. This has 
been a very concerning investigation 
due to the speed of the grooming and 
controlled coercive behaviour. 

“Today’s result is a testament to 
the bravery of the victim who has 
not only shown considerable strength 
and courage to talk about the abuse 
she suffered, but also throughout the 
lengthy and complex investigation and 
court process. 

“I hope today’s sentencing gives 
her some comfort as she comes to 
terms with the abuse she suffered and 
attempts to rebuild her life. 

“I also hope that it sends a message 
to anyone else who has suffered, or 
is currently suffering abuse, that they 
can come forward and any allegations 
will be taken seriously. 

“I cannot imagine how difficult it 
must be to come forward to report 
such appalling crimes but I want to 
reassure anyone considering doing so 
that there is a whole range of support 
out there, not only from the police but 
from partner agencies who can help 
you tl^ough the entire process. 

“Officers in the specialist child 
abuse investigation unit covering 
Bridgend and the Vale of Glamorgan 
will continue to work tirelessly to 
protect children and bring perpetrators 
of child abuse to justice.”

Councillor quits over school closure 


A VALE councillor 
has resigned in 
protest at Vale 
Council plans to 
close Llancarfan 
Primary School, 
saying that it sets 
a “dangerous 
precedent for small 
rural schools in 
Wales”. 

Matt Lloyd, a 
Conservative, represents 
the Rhoose ward and. 


in his resignation letter, 
also voices concerns 
over issues that could 
arise from opening a new 
school there. 

The Vale Council’s 
plans for Llancarfan 
have led to long and 
bitter protests, and 
there is even a dispute 
over the terminology, 
with the council calling 
it a “migration” to a 
new school, while the 
Llancarfan protest group 
calls it - bluntly - a 


“closure”. 

In his resignation 
letter, he says: “During 
the consultation process, 
the representations made 
by both ward councillors 
and the campaign team 
were strongly made, but 
over time it has become 
apparent that it was 
to no avail. My own 
personal view therefore 
is that there the decision 
to close the current site 
was at least partially pre¬ 
determined from outset.”

a walk before Bonfire 
Night events got under 
way. 

Cllr John said he 
contacted the Depart¬ 
ment for Business, 
Energy and Industry 
Strategy to raise his 
concerns. 

A spokeswoman 
said: “The Firework 
Regulations 2004 allow 
retailers to sell consumer 
fireworks during the 
traditional firework 
periods of November 5, 
New Year’s Eve, Diwali 
and the Chinese New 
Year. If retailers wish to 
supply such fireworks 
outside these traditional 
periods, they must obtain 
a licence from their 
local licensing authority. 
All-year sales allow the 
public to enjoy fireworks 
at their own celebrations, 
but within the curfew 
and restrictions already 
in place.’

DESPITE the very 
varied weather 
the bees are out 
whenever the 
temperature is in 
double figures. 

In-depth inspections 
are on hold at the 
moment. However, 
when the contents of the 
trays that are beneath 
the mesh floors of the 
hives are examined, lots 
of mites are revealed, 
and many are the pale, 
immature mites. In 
essence, I should only 
come across the dark 
brown mature mites. 

This would indicate that 
the bees have entered 
winter slow-down; the 
queens should have 
finished laying and 
no provision for the 
varroa mite to carry out 
its own reproductive 
cycle would exist. 

My observations are 
indicating the contrary. 

In the coming weeks 
when I can see lots of 
external bee activity and 
there are pale mites still 
being observed in the 
tray debris, one of the 
colonies will be opened 
up and I will expect 
to find in the brood 
chamber eggs, larvae 
and sealed-over larvae 
that will eventually 
emerge as bees. 

At this time of the 
year such an undertaking 
(the opening of a hive) 
would not be the norm! 

But conditions are 
anything but the norm. 
There should be no eggs, 
no larvae and no sealed 
over larvae. 

I would expect to 
observe a cluster (ball) 
of bees settled for the 
winter months and 
expending very little 
energy, surviving on the 


stores that have been put 
by in their expectation 
of harsh conditions to 
come; and definitely 
no external foraging. 

So is global warming 
revealing itself? This 
pattern of behaviour that 
the bees are adopting 
does suggest that a 
change is with us. 

Just to make things 
clear, for the varroa mite 
to reproduce it requires 
a cell containing a larva 
that is about to undergo 
a change and become a 
bee. The varroa (female) 
has the ability to detect 
the correct cell and enter 
it just before it is sealed 
over with a wax cap. 
Reproduction can now 
begin. 

Mother and offspring 
ensure their survival 
by feeding on the body 
fluids of the developing 
larva. After a 12-day 
period a new bee will 
chew through the wax 
capping and enter the 
hive; this action does 
mean that the varroa 
can also emerge into the 
hive. However, some of 
the young female varroa 
(pale mites) have not 
had time to fully develop 
and will die, their 
brother (male) also dies. 
Only females capable 
of breeding now exist 
within the hive. 

Our new bee, 
however, has suffered 
from the feeding activity 
of the developing mites 
and their mother. When 
extracting the required 
body fluid from the 
developing bee, the mite 
transfers several viruses, 
and this does mean one 
very sick bee is the 
outcome and it is not 
likely to survive.

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First World War 
book on display 

AN exhibition based on an autograph 
book created by a Voluntary Aid 
Detachment nurse from World War One 
is on show at Penarth Library. 

The book was created by Beatrice Jones, a 
Voluntary Aid Detachment Nurse in St John 
Auxiliary Hospital, Penarth, in 1916. 

The VAD system was founded in 1909 and by 
the summer of 1914, there were more than 2,500 
VAD nurses in Britain. 

Beatrice worked as a nurse in the hospital from 
July 1916 to April 1919, with her mother, Annie 
Jones. Her son, Philip Berry, brought the book to a 
Vale Libraries ‘Digital Heritage Day’, on behalf of 
his mother. 

Carys Jones, volunteer with the Vale libraries 
digitisation project, has researched a number of the 
soldiers who wrote in Beatrice’s book, and their 
stories are included in the exhibition which includes 
photographs, signatures, ranks and information 
of convalescing soldiers who stayed at Penarth 
hospital. 

The autograph book will be on display at Penarth 
library until Wednesday,January 2.

Two men are jailed after 
Operation Avalanche 


TWO men who 
dealt class A 
drugs have been 
jailed after they 
were caught as 
part of Operation 
Avalanche. 

Leyton Ewings, 
aged 39, of Barry, and 
Thomas Hodges, aged 
31, of Barry, were 
sentenced at Cardiff 
Crown Court on Friday, 
December 7. 

Ewings was jailed for 
three years and Hodges 
was sentenced to 16 
months in prison. 

Ewings pleaded 
guilty to eight counts of 
supplying a controlled 
dmg of class A - heroin 
and one count of 
supplying a controlled 
dmg of class A - crack 
cocaine. 

Hodges pleaded guilty 
to supplying a controlled 
dmg of class A dmg - 
crack cocaine. 

The pair were caught 
by officers as part of 
Operation Red Dragon 


“Operation Avalanche is 
a large-scale operation to 
tackle the supply of class 
A dmgs in Bridgend and 
the Vale. 

“Ultimately, our aim 
is to make south Wales a 
hostile environment for 
organised crime groups 
and we hope today’s 
sentencing sends the 
message to those who 
cause misery in our 
communities by dealing 
dmgs that we will take 
action against them. 

“We will not tolerate 
dealers operating within 
our area - and we are 
committed to dismpting 
and dismantling these 
organisations. So the 
message is simple - stay 
away!” 

If anyone has 
information regarding 
dmg supply in 
Bridgend or the Vale 
of Glamorgan area, 
contact Police on 101 
or call Crimestoppers 
anonymously on 0800 
555 111.

Three days of 
action involving 220 
officers took place in the 
Vale of Glamorgan and 
Bridgend last month.

eight different occasions 
from August to 
September of this year. 
He also supplied the 
officer with a cling film 
wrap of crack cocaine. 

On August 22, 
Hodges supplied an 
undercover officer with 
crack cocaine on one 
occasion.

CHRISTMAS is well 
and truly on: many of us 
will have been up in the 
attic to get those boxes 
of Christmas decorations 
down, villages and towns 
up and down Wales are 
spruced up and glowing in 
festive lights. 

You will probably have more 
than the Christmas dinner on 
your mind, with present shopping 
bringing with it a possible 
headaehe. 

What to get and where from? 
The answer is right on our 
doorstep. 

Think about your rural 
businesses and see if you can 
buy local, either for the upcoming 
feast or even gifts for family and 
friends. Over recent years we have 
seen a revolution in artisan food 



gifts, sourced locally and within 
the reach of every budget. 


There are plenty of small shops 
around that offer Welsh craft and 
locally designed gifts, and the 
choice for local food gifts is wide. 
It really is worth having a look. 

These are small decisions we 


can make that will have a big 
impact on our rural economy and 
our community. 

As far as food is concerned for 
this time of year - speak to your 
local butcher and see what your 
local farm shop has to offer; I 
promise you will find many of 
the ingredients you need for your 
Christmas dinner right on your 
doorstep. 

We produce some of the finest 
foods here in Wales, so it seems 
only right to make sure it is on 
your dinner table. Welsh lamb 
and beef could even make a 
nice change or addition to the 
traditional turkey. 

Add some Welsh grown 
veg to the equation and 
you’re onto a winner. 
In all this it is worth remembering 
that a pound spent locally will go 
much further than a pound spent 
in a chain store, and it keeps our 
rural economies going. 

By supporting our local 
businesses we don’t help a CEO 
buy his or her third holiday home, 
but we help a local mum and dad 
put food on the table, a family 
pay their mortgage, a little girl get 
those dance lessons and a little 
boy get his favourite team shirt. 


Paul honours father’s memory 
at Over-50s Cricket World Cup 



WALES bowed out of the Over-50s 
World Cup after a defeat in the plate 
semi-final against South Africa. 

The tournament was staged in Sydney, Australia 
in late November/early December and the squad 
contained Paul Murphy (54) who used to play for 
Barry Athletic Cricket Club and now plays for Usk. 
Paul had sponsored the Wales v England clash in 
memory of his late father John, who won the Welsh 
Cup with Barry Athletic Cricket Club in 1985. 

The game was called off due to bad weather and 
declared a draw with the points shared. 

Eight teams took part in what was the first Over- 
50s World Cup - Wales, England, Australia, Sri 
Lanka, South Africa, Canada, New Zealand and 


Pakistan. Wales had finished the group stage in 
sixth position after a good win against Canada. 

They had also kicked off their tournament with a 
memorable win against South Africa. 

Their final group record was played 7, won 2, 
lost 4 and drawn 1. They finished above South 
Africa and Canada. It was a respectable result 
bearing in mind that most of the other countries 
have a larger player pool to draw from and that 
over-50s cricket is very well established in other 
countries such as Australia, who were the eventual 
winners.

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Robert Redford’s big-screen farewell, The Old 
Man & The Gun, is a wonderful piece of work... 


THERE’S nothing 
like a retirement to 
wet the eyes, and 
even in Hollywood, 
where retirements 
come and go 
and are quickly 
rescinded, the 
news that Robert 
Redford was 
signing off with 
one last film was 
met with plaudits 
to a career that has 
been nothing short 
of magnificent, 
writes GARETH 
JAMIESON. 

His last film, The 
Old Man and the Gun, 
is based on the true 
story of Forrest Tueker, 
who Redford portrays 
here, and his audaeious 
escape from San Quentin 
Prison at the age of 70 to 
commit peaceful heists 
that caught the attention 
of the public - and also 
the detective chasing 
him, Casey Affleck’s 
John Hunt. When Tucker 
falls for Jewel (Sissy 


Spacek), will he turn 
over a new leaf? 

If this truly is the 
last hurrah of Robert 
Redford on screen, 
then he has gone out 
on a pitch-perfect 
note, for The Old 
Man and The Gun is 
a wonderfully told 
story, with sublimely 
low-key performances 
from its cast and a 
gentle wooziness that is 
difficult to resist. 

We first meet Forrest 
Tucker in the middle 
of one of his bank 
robberies, a heist so 
effortless and breezy 
that you wonder why 
more people don’t try 
it. This opening scene 
(and the meet-cute with 
Sissy Spacek’s Jewel 
following it) instantly 
tell us the sort of man 
he is, an adventurer in a 
slightly iffy line of work, 
a man who wants to live, 
no matter the cost to 
himself or those around 
him. 

With his irrepressibly 
twinkly blue eyes and no 
end of charm. Tucker is 


a gentleman thief, and 
the perfect character for 
Redford to slip into. This 
is Redford channelling 
his big-screen persona 
for all that it’s worth, 
and it turns out that’s 
worth a huge amount. 

His performance 
feels so effortless, so 
naturally charismatic, 
that it almost feels like 
he’s not acting at all, but 
as real life intrudes upon 
his other life you start to 
see some of Redford’s 
chops in action, the 
relationship and the 
desire to spend his time 
with Jewel (wonderfully 
portrayed by Sissy 
Spacek) twisting his 
priorities. 

As the detective 
tracking him down, 
Casey Affleck is 
wonderful. Turning 40, 
on the cusp of (if not 
dipping into) midlife 
crisis, his desire to track 
down Tucker (which 
includes a small, but 
pivotal, scene about 
the cost of Tucker’s 
behaviour on those he’s 
left behind) reinvigorates 


him and fires him up. 

Director David 
Lowery’s filmography 
is one that spans many 
styles and genres, but 
here he lenses the film 
with a 1970s feel, long 
zoom-outs, sun-dappled 
vistas, that lends a 
warming visual note to 
the film. Given that this 
is a film about a bank 
robber, there’s nary a 
hint of malevolence in 
the film; you could point 
to this being a misstep, 
but Lowery’s intent is to 
focus on Tucker’s charm 
and character more than 
his line of work. 

There is plenty of joy 
to be drawn from the 
relationship between 
Tucker and Jewel. 

Built on half-truths 
and assumptions (she 
never truly believing 
he is what he alludes to 
be), it’s a wonderfully 
sketched pairing but one 
where reality is always 
likely to intrude. When 
it does, the fallout is 
delivered subtly and 
without overt dramatics.

of 93 minutes, it’s a 
film that doesn’t waste 
a moment and it’s all 
the better for it. It could 
quite easily expand its 
narrative, but Lowery’s 
focus on the things 
that matter (having 
written the script) makes 
it limber and well- 
constructed. 

In many ways, it’s 
fitting that Redford’s 
last acting role sees him 
perform the character 
of a charming rogue, 
all dazzling smile 
and charisma with a 
seemingly un-ending 


lust for life. After all, 
Redford’s career has 
been built on these 
foundations. As the film 
seamlessly weaves in 
pictures or footage of 
performances past, it 
makes you appreciate 
the unerring skill and 
talent of Redford all 
the more. If this truly is 
goodbye, the The Old 
Man and The Gun is a 
superb send-off 
VERDICT: A film 
where much of its 
weight comes from 
Robert Redford’s 
impending retirement.

Police faces budget 
deficit for next year 


SOUTH Wales Police 
is facing an initial £16 
million budget gap for next 
year. 

The figure, which does not take 
into account any precept increase 
yet, was revealed to members 
of the South Wales Police and 
Crime Panel at their meeting on 
Tuesday, December 11. 

Umar Hussain, the chief 
finance officer for the force, told 
members of the panel meeting in 
Merthyr Tydfil that the the gap 
is the equivalent to the cost of 
320 officers, 400 PCSOs and 240 
police staff members. 

The force has already made 
more than £6 million savings 
but the near £23 million spend 
leaves an initial shortfall of £16.4 
million for 2019/20. 

If there is a one per cent 
precept rise next year, the force 
expects that will generate £1.15 
million. 

The initial budget gap 
(excluding any precept rise) 
for 2019/20 was £11.5 million 
but this has risen because of 
various pressures such as the 
apprenticeship levy, increased 
employer contributions to the 
pension scheme, unfunded pay 
awards, inadequate infirastmcture 
funding and the increased 
dependency on technology to 
manage rising demand. 

Mr Hussain said the force is 
looking at various areas where 
it can make savings including 
managing its estate with South 
Wales Police having the most 


number of stations outside of 
London. 

He said: “We are very 
progressive and making the best 
we can out of our resources. The 
home office have accepted the 
case for additional funding for 
police.” 

But he said the burden of that 
funding is being passed on to 
local tax payers. 

“We are on that edge now. We 
have managed austerity far better 
than we would have done without 
investment. That is all at risk,” 
said Mr Hussain. 

Matt Jukes, the chief constable 
of South Wales Police, told panel 
members that the recent pay 
increases for staff had not been 
funded and that the force has had 
to absorb this. 

He said a two-per-cent rise 
would cost the force £6 million 
if the funding didn’t follow from 
the UK Government. 

Mr Hussain also said that 
the employers’ contribution to 
pensions had risen from 24 per 
cent to 34 per cent. 

Alun Michael said it is 
“outrageous” that the force is 
being asked to find an extra £4 
million this year and £10 million 
next year to find officer pensions 
and plug the gap left by the 
Treasury. 

He said there was less coming 
through officer contributions 
because there were fewer 
officers and that they were 
increasing employer contributions 
massively. 

He said: “They (the Treasury) 


have a moral obligation to fund it. 
We should not be filling the gap.” 

Does South Wales Police 
provide value for money? 

Mr Hussain said that in the 
past seven years, the force had 
spent 57p per head of population 
every day, which is two pence 
more than similar forces in other 
parts of the UK. 

He added that the rate of crime 
in that time had been 79 crimes 
per 1000 people but that the 
figure for similar forces elsewhere 
is 99 per 1000 people so there is 
“...a 20-per-cent less chance of 
being the victim of crime for a 2p 
difference in terms of cost”. 

He said this is a “huge 
difference” and that in that period 
the force had essentially delivered 
the equivalent of £500 million 
“less harm” in terms of the social 
and economic costs of crime 
compared to other similar forces. 

Panel member Melvin Jehu, 
addressing the commissioner and 
chief constable said: “Your are 
providing value for money. You 
have been good guardians of the 
public purse.” 

The commissioner will present 
his next police and crime plan to 
the panel in the new year.

WHEN a person 
dies, someone, 
usually a family 
member, has the 
responsibility of 
dealing with that 
person’s estate. 

This may include 
establishing what assets 
and liabilities that person 
had and working out 
whether a ‘Grant of 
Probate’ will be needed 
to administer the estate.

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Blast From 
The Past 2003 
with Brian Lee 


GEM columnist 
Brian Lee, who 
has been reporting 
on the Welsh hunt 
racing scene for 
the national and 
local press for more 
than half-a-century, 
takes another look 
at one of his many 
press cutting books. 

Brian, 82, the 
author of The Welsh 
Grand National - 
from Deerstalker to 
Emperor’s Choice (The 
History Press) and 
Racing Rogues - The 
Scams, Scandals and 
Gambles of Horse 
Racing in Wales (St 
David’s Press), looks 
back to 2002 when 
Llancarfan’s Evan 
Williams brought the 
national point-to-point 
riders’ championship to 
Wales. 

The Vale’s Evan 
Williams certainly 
helped to keep Wales 
firmly on the map when 
winning The Daily 
Telegraph-sponsored 
National Point-To-Point 
Riders Championship. 

Evan, 32, rode 38 
winners, one more than 
former dual champion 
Julian Pritchard from 
Hereford and 30 of those 
winners were trained by 
Evan himself. 

Bred into the sport, 
his mother Mary and 
father Rhys both rode 
winners between-the- 
flags. Family man Evan 
is married to Bridgend 
girl Catherine,whom he 
met at a point-to-point 
and they have three 
children. 

Evan, who once 
played rugby for 
Glamorgan Wanderers, 
notched up his first 
winner in only his 
second ride on his 
father’s Cuckoo Mill in 
1989 at the Llangibby 
meeting. 

However, he had to 
wait nearly four years 
before he chalked-up 
his first win under 
Rules on News Review 
in the 1993 Bet With 
The Tote Novice Chase 
at Stratford,when he 
pipped leading jockey 
Steve Smith Eccles in an 
exciting finish. 

But he didn’t have 
time to celebrate, as he 
had to dash home to 
milk the cows on his 
father’s farm. 

Only two other 


Welshmen have 
ridden more point- 
to-point winners than 
Evan - the legendary 
.John Llewellyn from 
Cowbridge, who rode 
270 and west Walian 
Jamie Jukes who has 
ridden 184 ,winners. 

It was back in 1992 
that Evan broke the 
stranglehold on the 
Welsh riders’ title by 
beating former champion 
John Llewellyn, Tim 
Jones, Tim Rooney 
and Paul Hamer, who 
between them had 
dominated the Welsh 
scene for the previous 
15 years. 

Christian Williams, 

20, fulfilled his youthful 
promise when winning 
last season’s leading 
hunter chase riders 
award sponsored by 
Chase Publications. 

A graduate of the 
Llangeinor Hunt Pony 
Club, Christian, who 
in 1999 won the Daily 
Telegraph novice riders’ 
championship, won 
nine hunter chases, 
the majority of them 
for Welsh trainer Dai 
Williams, a former 
point-to-point rider 
himself 

Now based at Paul 
Nicholls’ yard, Christian 
chalked-up his first 
winner between-the-flags 
on his father Robert’s 
prolific Touch ‘n ’Pass in 
only his second ride. 

That 1999 season 
Christian made hunt¬ 
racing history when 
riding a hat-trick at 
the Tredegar Farmers’ 
meeting, a feat which 
had never been achieved 
by a 16-year-old. 

One rider Christian 
will have to watch out 
for this season is his 
younger brother Nicky, 
who in his first season 
showed a lot of promise 
riding four winners. 

Another Welshman 
who has made a 
name for himself is 
Pembrokeshire-based 
Marc Barber, who 
won last season’s 
National novice riders’ 
championship. 

Marc, 20, rode his 
first winner on True 
Fortune in 2000. We are 
going to be hearing a lot 
more from him.’
